A YE LLOWSTONE PARK SCHEME. 


IIow It Cam n to Cirief—A R ival N ow in th e 
F ield . 
Special Tolejjrara to 
’j. ho Star. 
Wash ing to n . J an. 8.—A peculiar case of 
national interest is now before the interior de­ 
partment, involving a valuable franchise in 
the Yellowstone National park. 
F ou r or five years ago “ Uncle” Rufus Hatch, 
the eccentric banker and broker of New 
York city, conceived the idea that a nice 
“ epee” 
could 
be 
made 
by 
starting 
a summer resort at 
Yellowstone 
park 
that 
should 
rival 
Saratoga, 
Coney 
Island, Long Branch, and the other noted re­ 
sorts of the east. 
So in 1883 Uncle Rufus 
organized the Yellowstone National Park Im ­ 
provement company, of which he was tbe 
president and guiding spirit. 
Under an act 
of congress the company secured from the in­ 
terior department a monopoly of hotel privi­ 
leges in the park, which was then a pictur­ 
esque wilderness and almost unapproachable. 
The company put up a costly hotel in the 
park and spent, it is said, over forty thousand 
dollars in advertising its attractions all over 
the world. 
It also induced the Northern Pa­ 
cific railroad company to build a branch to 
the park. 
Then came the financial crash which broke 
the Northern Pacific railroad management 
and in faot the whole northwest for a time. 
The park company became 
embarrassed, 
and to secure its property for its creditors the 
United States circuit court of New J ersey, the 
domicile of the corporation, appointed a re­ 
ceiver to hold the property for those having 
claims against the company. 
The territorial 
court of Wyoming also appointed a receiver, 
who, getting 
possession 
first, 
has 
held 
the hotel ever since the winter of 1 883-4, 
running it during the 
season 
of 
1 884 , 
under the direction of the court. 
Of course a 
court does not know how to keep a hotel, and 


the result was a loss of $ 3 ,0 0 0 for the season 
of 188-4. 
Last season, 18sr>, the Wyoming 
court rented the hotel to a Mr. C. T. Hobart 
for a nominal sum and he is reported to have 
cleared from the hotel alone S I 2 .0 0 0 . 
Notwithstanding 
its 
heavy investment, 
therefore, 
the 
^ ellowstone 
company 
has 
gotten 
returns 
for 
its 
ex­ 
pense 
in 
opening 
and 
develop­ 
ing the park. 
The company controlled the 
hotel only during its first season, that of 
1 883 , where it was all outgo and no income. 
The company has recently undertaken to get 
on its feet again, regain control of its mo­ 
nopoly franchise, and carry out its plan for 
running the hotel. 
But suddenly a syndicate 
of St. Lonis cax>italists bobs up, backed, it is 
said, by Senator Vest, and asks for a chance 
to build a hotel in the park and to bid for a 
part of the public patronage. 
The Yellowstone company and its creditors 
urge that the company went to great expense, 
relying on the good faith of the United States, 
and that it is unjust to allow a rival company 
to step in before 
tbe 
original company 
has got any returns for the work. 
This 
petition and 
protest of 
the Yellowstone 
National Park Improvement company and 
its 
creditors 
and 
the 
applications 
of the St. Louis syndicate wore heard this 
week by Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Muldrow, 
Messrs. 
J ohns 
Newton, of 
Washington, appearing as attorneys for the 
company, Mr. Gibson, of St. Louis, for the 
syndicate, and Representative Gilfillan. of 
Minnesota, appearing for his constituents, 
the St. Paul creditors, simply to protect them 
against the department’s taking any action 
that might injure the value of his constitu­ 
ents’ security for their claims. 
Secretary Muldrow, after the arguments, 
said that he had come to the conclusion that 
further accommodations ought to be afforded 
at the park for the travelling public; that it 
was the policy of the department to grant 
further leases, and that on that policy he 
would act. 
In a letter to the St. Louis people 
written by Secretary Muldrow and referred 
to 
in 
his 
opinion the secretary 
says 
to them: 
“ Recognizing the importance of 
competition in the park to insure accommo­ 
dations to visitors at fair and reasonable rates. 
I am inclined to accede to your request. 
The 
most of the privileges asked with proper lini- 
itations, but I cannot consent that operations 
shall be commenced until the details have 
been agreed upon and the places where the 
buildings are to be located have been fixed.” 
The secretary further said in his letter that 
before 
the 
syndicate 
could 
secure 
the 
desired 
lease 
it 
must 
submit 
to the superintendent of the park for approval 
plans of the buildings it proposes to erect, 
and if a hotel is to be built it must be com­ 
pleted before the 1st of August next. 
As yet 
the syndicate has complied with none of these 
terms. 
The Yellowstone company claims that its 
franchises under the contract made in 1 883 
are vested rights, and cannot be violated. 
A 
costly and prolonged litigation is therefore 
probable. 


A LONE VOYAGER.

V ic k s b u r g, Miss., J an. 8.—W. E. Har- 
mence, of Pittsfield, Mass., passed through 
this place last evening on his way from Liv­ 
ingston, M. T., on the Yellowstone river from 
which point he started on a canoe voyage on 
the 4th of last J uly and up to this time has 
floated a distance of 4 ,0 5 0 miles. 
He is des­ 
tined for Port Eads, at which place he ex­ 
pects to arrive March 1, and return to New 
Orleans in time for the Mardi Gras festivities. 
He is making sketches for publication. 
His 
entire voyage will have been 4 ,5 0 0 miles in 
length when he reaches the mouth of the 
river which is probably the longest fresh 
water float on record. 
His boat was built es­ 
pecially for this trip.

length and thirty-four inches in breadth of 
beam, has airtight chambers at either end, 
lockers, etc., and is quite convenient for the

U m brellas on Starry N ights.

A reporter was standing the other evening 
on Twenty-third 
street 
opposite Madison 
square. 
It was a beautiful evening and the 
stars were out in all their fullness. 
Half a 
dozen ladies came across Broadway, and as 
they reached the East Twenty-third street 
sidewalk they raised their umbrellas or para­ 
sols. 
The reporter saw over a score of ladies 
come along with umbrellas or parasols raised. 
Then a few elderly gentlemen followed suit. 
The reporter’s curiosity had by this time 
reached a limit, and he determined to solve 
the enigma. 
Standing in the doorway of a 
prominent restaurant was a man who was evi­ 
dently connected with the establishment. Him 
the newspaper man approached and asked 
whether ho could relieve his anxiety. 
“ Very easily,” he replied. 
“ Itmystified me 
for some time. 
The cause is simply this. 
There are a great many people whose eyes are 
so sensitive that they cannot stand the steady 
glare of a strong light, which causes them 
pain. 
Now, just opposite here, you see, are 
the six big electric lights on the park pole, 
while here before our house is another strong 
slectric light. 
It is to avoid the full blaze of 
these that people raise parasols and umbrellas. 
You will notice that the umbrellas are put 
down after the eleerie light near the corner of 
Fourth avenue is passed. 
Such people never 
go out in the evening without an umbrella. 
They raise it whenever they approach an 
electric light anywhere. 
There are more um­ 
brellas raised along here, however, because 
the Madison square lights are unusually pen­ 
etrating. 
P ardoned C onvicts. 
Ifpeclal Telecram to The Star. 
J e f f e r s o n C ity , M o., J an. 8.—A com­ 
parison of the number of pardons issued to 
the convicts in the penitentiary during the 
administrations of 
Governors Phelps and 
Crittenden and the first year of Governor 
Marmaduke’s term shows the average numiwi- 
pardoned by Governor Phelps per year was 
thirty-seven, he having granted in round 
numbers during his term of office 1 4 9 par­ 
dons. 
Governor Crittenden pardoned during 
his administration 152, an average per year 
of thirty-eight. 
The total number of par­ 
dons issued during the first year of Governor 
Marmadnke’s term was thirty-four. 
This is 
exclusive of the pardons issued on the recom­ 
mendation of the warden and commonly 
called holiday pardons, it being the custom to 
liberate two convicts on the -1th of J uly and 
two on Christmas day. 
Of this class of par­ 
dons Governor Marmaduke has issued four 
and Governor Crittenden issued twelve. The 
custom of granting holiday pardons was in ­ 
augurated J uly 4, 1 882 , by Governor Crit­ 
tenden.

P ar is , J an. 8.—I called to-day at the lab­ 
oratory in the rue d’Uhn and found M. Pas­ 
teur sitting before a writing table on which 
were huge piles of letters and dispatches, 
many of them from America. 
M. Pasteur 
was excssively annoyed at the reports and re­ 
marks to the effect that he had given to B il­ 
lings authority to practice inoculation for 
rabies in America. M. Pasteur said: 
“ I have 
given no authority whatsoever to Dr. Billings 
or to any one else to practice prophylactic 
j 
treatment for the prevention of rabies, and ! 
have given to no one any authority to practice ' 
or perform operations in my name. 
There j 
are no secrets in my method, the method has 
been published by the Academiedes Sciences 
of Paris, and in the report which M. Waser- 
zug drew up and which I gave you for publi­ 
cation in T h e S t ar . 
Your countrymen are 
too quick. 
J ust look at these piles of cor­ 
respondence.” M. Pasteur then with a d e­ 
spairing shrug of the shoulders invited me to 
examine the letters. 
The firsLktier I took up 
was from a New York dog fancier, who pro­ 
posed to send his “ dorg” to M. Pasteur to be 
“ syringed.” Nineteen more letters from dog 
fanciers followed, most of them being bril­ 
liant examples of “ English as « lie is spoke.” 
Scores of letters contained infallible reme­ 
dies for rabies. 
There were dozens of letters 
from woman and boarding school misses ask­ 
ing for autographs. 
A remarkable document, 
dated from Tahlequah, Cherokee nation, I. 
T., was apparently written by a Cherokee In­ 
dian, whose name was illegible. 
He invited 
M. Pasteur to visit the Indian territory where 
“ many strange things can be learned about 
canines.” 
A man from Boston wrote to say 
that he had discovered a cure for hydropho­ 
bia that would 
revolutionize 
civilization. 
“ After 
I 
had 
looked 
over 
the 
letters,” 
M. 
Pasteur 
said:“ 
But 
this is not the worst. 
Yesterday a very ex­ 
traordinary offer was made me verbally by one 
of your countrymen, who called and proposed 
to start a great rabies asylum in America on 
shares and offered me two-thirds of the profits. 
The result of all this is that I may be com­ 
pelled to close my laboratory altogether. ” 
When Kauffman came to be inoculated to­ 
day he complained of twitching pains in the 
stomach and said that during the night he felt 
as though thousands of needles were sticking 
into him. He seemed to be a little bit anxious 
and said: “ Well, if I die on the steamer they 
will chuck me overboard and the funeral 
won't cost anything.” 
M. Pasteur told him 
not to be alarmed at the pricking sensation, 
which was often caused by the strength of the 
virus 
during the inoculations. 
I after­ 
wards 
informed 
M. 
Pasteur 
that 
a 
spaniel 
that 
was 
bitten 
by 
the 
dog that had bitten Kauffman was dead of 
rabies. 
M Pasteur said: “ There is no need 
to tell that to Kauffman, as it would make 
him nervous. 
It is a pity that KauftYnan was 
so long in coming, but there are no unfavor­ 
able symptoms yet, and rabies have been 
averted in worse instances than his. " 
I asked 
what were the chances of Kauffman having 
the disease on the steamer. 
M. Pasteur said: 
” It is possible, but not probable.” 
Five new 
patients came to the laboratory to-day on 
having had his nose bitten off by a mad dog 
at Reuil. 
Never before were there so many 
dogs. 
The epidemic is especially prevalent 
in the western suburbs of Paris. 
During the 
last five days mad dogs have been killed at 
Versailles, Marley, Malakoff, Issv, Reuil and 
St. Germain. 
M. Katkoff, son of the famous 
Moscow publicist 
and an 
officer 
in the 
chavelier guards, who has been bitten by a 
mad wolf hound, arrived in Paris to-day for 
treatment by M. Pasteur.

DOWN ON THE IRISH. 


A M em ber of th e H ouse of C om m ons T akes a 
T ilt at H is H ibernian N eighbors.

L on d on , J an. 8—The home rule discus­ 
sion which has been in the background the 
last few days was brought to the front again 
by J ohn Morley’s speech last night. 
This is 
the first real radical lead. 
He began by de­ 
claring it was moonshine to say that 3 3 0 lib­ 
eral members, fresh from their constituents, 
have no mandate to deal with the Irish ques­ 
tion. 
Liberalism would be all unworthy of 
the 
great 
traditions 
unless 
it 
did the 
right and courageous thing. 
“ Any approach 
to a satisfactory settlement in Ireland must 
be through dealing with the land question. 
The late government, to their great honor, 
passed an act to prevent landlords confiscat­ 
ing the property of their tenants. 
That was a 
noble 
exploit. 
I 
don’t 
think 
we shall 
be 
able 
to 
« leal 
satisfactorily 
with 
Ireland until we 
have 
passed 
some 
legislation to prevent tenants from confiscat­ 
ing the property of their landlords. ” 
This 
m eans, in other words, that the enforcement 
of contracts must precede home rule. 
He 
said further: 
“ I want two ihings—order in 
Ireland and power in ihe house of commons. ’’ 
Treating of" the last first, he 
continued: 
Do what you will, with your rules of pro­ 
cedure, you will not have restored the old 
British people as master in its own house­ 
hold till you have devised some scheme or 
other which will remove Irish members from 
the British house of commons. 
“ The Irish question.” he. said, “ the Tory 
policies—coercion and country government-— 
do equally little toward settling the country.” 
On his own attitude he said: 
“ I have not 
come to develop a scheme of government for 
Ireland. 
That is for our leader. 
Whatever 
his assailants secret and open may say I be­ 
lieve 
there 
is 
no 
man 
in 
this 
realm who is competent to take this task in 
hand except the statesman who has devoted 
the best part of his life to the amelioration of 
the condition ef Ireland; in whose great abil­ 
ities and human sympathies will be found the 
onlv means capable of solving the great Irish 
question. 
All 
that 
I 
would 
urge 
noon 
you 
is * 
not 
bo 
misled 
by any idea that we are in a mere parlia­ 
mentary crisis. 
We are in a great national 
crisis." 
In conclusion ho said. 
li 1 am in 
favor of finding a new way of dealing with 
the Irish problem, leaving the old rule of ap­ 
proaching that problem, boldly calling upon 
our statesmen to give some constructive solu-

l>y a M arked N ew spaper. 
N ew Or l e ans , J an. 8.—Some one recent­ 
ly mailed to J efferson Davis at his home in | 
Beauvoir, M iss., a paper headed, “ A Sum­ 
m ary.’ containing the following paragraph: 
‘‘Benedict Arnold, the first traitor to Ameri­ 
can liberty, learned his patriotism in Hiram 
Masonic lodge, No. 1, New Haven. Conn., 
and died a Free Mason in good and regular 
standing. 
Aaron Burr, another traitor to the 
government, plotted treason in the Royal

There 
are throughout Europe in different 
lands oider bridges, some built by Roman ar­ 
chitects unknown to fame, and even lingering 
traces of arched work dating from a still 
elder day. 
The Pont Neuf, however, has at­ 
tained to a respectable length of years, has 
stood in the heart of a theatre wherein so 
many appalling dramas have been acted, en­ 
tered so much into the lives of ordinaiy Pa­ 
risians generation after generation, and was 
so completely identified with everyday occu­ 
pations. as well as exceptional events, that it 
may well be regarded as one of those ancient 
monuments of Paris which strenuous efforts 
should, and doubtless will, be made to pre­ 
serve. 
It is only one portion which has yielded to 
the flood; yet that is the oldest. When Henry 
III., coming fresh from the grand luneral of 
his favorites, Quelus and Maugiron, in May, 
1578, practically laid the foundations, only 
a few piles had been driven on the left bank 
next to the Quai des Augustins. 
The archi­ 
tect of the structure was M. Charles Mar- 
chand, who did much work in that line, and 
when some years later the wooden Pont 
des Meuniers was burned down, he contracted 
to restore it. His other work, the Pont Neuf, 
crossed both arms of the Seine which form 
the Isle du Palais, or De la Cite, at the west­ 
ern end of the island. 
Here a tongue of 
land was artificially added, pointing down 
stream, and it was on the space thus made 
‘‘in the middle of the stately bridge,” that 
the statue of Henry IV was placed. 
Quitting 
the land the bridge passed over to the north­ 
ern or right* bank, near the Grand Chalet. 
It had twelve arches, and was constructed of 
hewn fieestone, probably from Montmartre. 
The cornice was bold, and famous for its 
carved supporting figures. Victor Hugo char­ 
acteristically makes little Gavroche, the Paris 
gamin, complain that the gendarmes pre­ 
vented “le monde”—to-wit, himself and con­ 
geners—from promenading on the cornice of 
the Pont Neuf. 
The roadway at first was 
sunken, and the broad foot paths ran along 
above it, but this arrangement was altered at a 
subsequent date. On each side in 
th e original 
parapet, there were 
concave refuges, but 
as they were found inconvenient they were 
converted in 1775 into small shops. 
John 
Evelyn, passing through Paris in 1664, ten 
years after Richelieu had put a figure of 
Henry upon the bronze horse, speaks with 
admiration of the bridge, the “water-house’’ 
at one end, with its grotto and curiosities un­ 
derneath, and the handsome “iron grate” in­ 
closing the statue in its midst, where he f-aw 
‘‘the mountebanks showing their feats to the 
idle passengers. ” He says, in his quiet ad­ 
miring way that “the confluence of the peo­ 
ple and the multitude of coaches passing 
every moment, was. to a new spectator, an 
agreeable diversion. ” He had come from civil 
war and took an ingenuous delight in the fine 
buildings, pictures, rareties, and especially 
woods and gardens. 
The “cheval de bronz” 
which the effigy of Henry bestrode was cast by 
John of Bologna for Ferdinand of Tuscany 
and sent by Cosmo del Medici to Marie, 
Henry’s wife. 
Wrecked off the Normandy 
’Au*! coast on its voyage from Leghorn, it remained 
a year under water, was then fished up, and 
used to adorn Point Neuf. 
The figure was 
not put on its back till 1865. 
During the 
revolution Henry IV was so great a favorite 
that the patriots stuck a tricolor cockade 
od 
his head, and otherwise bedizened him. 
The 
summer of 179 2, however, sawr the black 
flag, bearing the inscription, “Patrie en dan­ 
ger," flying on the Pont, and. after the 10th 
of August, “Bronze Henry himself,” writes 
Carlyle, “though he wore a cockade once, 
jingles 
down 
from 
the 
Point 
Neuf,” 
to be converted, as some aver, into cannon. 
When Bonaparte was called out to frustrate 
the sections, they 
came from that side. 
“Pepelletier,” we read, “has seized the church 
of Saint Roch, has seized the Pont Neuf, our 
picqtiet here retreating without fire.” 
Soon, 
however, came the famous “whiff of grape 
shot" which won the day, and brought Napo­ 
leon Bonaparte formally onto the scone. 
In 
every period of-trouble the Pont Neuf played 
a part.

79 2 years, or to A. D. 109ft, when William

! of England could have been little more than 
2,000,000, the amount at which it is esti­ 
mated during the reign of the Conqueror.

of arithmetic, had received no cheek, and if 
it had not been bounded by the limits of the 
population of the countrv.

eight times the actual population, by so mu^h 
the more is it certain that the lines of every 
i Englishman’s ancestry run up to every man 
[ and every woman in the reign of William I.
